The repub- 
lican guns are in the south part. 


DELAWARE.

4.—Chairman 
Faulkner, of the democratic congresp- 
ional committee has received a tele- 
gram from Handy, democratic candi- 
date for congress from Delaware, stat- 
ing that he has been elected â^d the 
democrats carry one elector in Dela- 
ware. This is on account of some dis- 
arrangement of the ballot where two 
repubUcan names appeared. 


WiLMiKGTOF, Delà., Nov. 4 —Returns 
from Delaware are still incomplete in 
detail, but enough is known to accur* 
ately state the result. McKinley car- 
ries the state by 1,500 to 1,800 majority. 
He may lose one elector, James G-. 
Shaw, sr., which name was printed 
without the a£Bz of "sr." on the regular 
republican ticket, but it is conceded 
that the courts will correct this irregu- 
larity if the issue is raised. Ebe W. 
Tuonell. democrat, for governor, is 
elected over Hoffecker and Higgins, 
the rival republican nominees, by fully 
5.000. L. Irving Handy, free silver 
democrat, wins by slightly smaller fig 
ures over Ck>ngressman Willis and R 
G. Houston, the republican nominees, 
in the congressional fight. Thomas F. 
Bayard, jr., honest money democrat for 
congress, received about 1,500 votes in 
the state. The democrats elected one 
state senator and six representatives in 
New Castle county, and one state sena 
tor and seven representatives in Sussex 
county. Thb gives them the legislature 
on joint ballot, even should the repub 
licans carry Kent county, which is still 
close with chances favoring the demo- 
crats by a small margin.

The same re 
turns give Pingree, for governor, an 
estimated plurality of 
58,000. 
That 
Pingree should have run decidedly 
ahead of his ticket generally through 
out the state is regarded as something 
of a surprise in view of the combined 
interests allied against him. In Detroit 
Pingree got more votes than he had 
ever received in his candidacy for 
mayor. In 128 precincts of this couuty 
Pingree received 37,923, to 19.154 for 
Sligh, McKinley 33,658, Bryan 24.417 
The republictn state ticket ran consid- 
erably behind 
Pingree s 
vote, and 
several thousand behind the McKinley 
vote. 
The republican members of con- 
grecs are elected in each of the twelve 
districts of the state except the Third 
and Eighth, and in the Eighth the 
issue is still doubtful between Con- 
gressman 
Linton 
and 
Ferdinand 
Brucker. Wayne county elected her 
entire republican delegation to the 
legislature, ten representatives and four 
senators, although cx Mayor William 
G. Thompson, for senator, narrowly 
escaped defeat. The legislature will be 
overwhelmingly republican, but 
by

In fact, there was 
no intermission and last night was 
joined with today by an uninterrupted 
din of screeching steam whistles pulled 
cpan to their full capacity and tooting 
a savage chorus, bands and drum corps 
marching and counter marching, uni- 
formed 
and 
non uniformed 
clubs 
parading, artillery companies shaking 
the town with cannon salute and the 
townspeople en masse joining in the 
demonstration of enthusiastic rejoicing 
over the result of the election. 
What- 
ever doubt there may be as to the 
result is swept aside and Canton is 
convinced that their townsman, Wm. 
McKinley, is president elect of the 
United States. Major McKinley was 
about the house by 9 o'clock this 
morning after three hours of naps, 
broken by the 
demonstrations 
all 
around him. At 4 o'clock this morning 
he had stood on the roof of the porch, 
reviewing the Tippecanoe club, 1,000 
strong, from Cleveland. 
It was a 
stirring scene in the gray of the morn- 
ing. 
Major McKinley took a final 
survey of the estimates up to 4:15 
There had been marked fluctuations 
after midnight. But in any view of the 
situation the feeling about the Mc- 
Kinley home was that the contest was 
now over. In order that Major and 
Mrs. McKinley might have rest the 
members of the local reception com- 
mittee were early on hand to keep 
awav visiting delegations until later in 
the day. A curious crowd filled the 
sidewalks and streets about the home, 
but no visitors were admitted.

grams by the hundreds had accumulat- 
ed during the morning and were de- 
livered in huge bunches.

Ttie €nbau Revolntlou. 


11 is now twenty months since the 
rebellion broke out on the island of 
Cuba. Starting with but a handful of 
men, the rebellion has reached all the 
dignity of a revolution, and now, in 
addition to having pOBseBsion of two- 
thirds of the island, has two distinct 
armies, neither of which General Wey- 
ler, with all his immense army, dares 
to seek and force to battle. 


Desperate efforts were recently made 
by General Weyler to dislodge and 
disperse the force of General Macao, 
resulting only in a series of disastrous 
battles, leaving Maceo entire master of 
the situation. In short, it is now clearly 
demonstrated by the uniform failure of 
the 
Spanish troops to destroy the 
insurgent armies, that what began as a 
rebellion is now a revolution, and that 
Cuba can never be restored to the 
domination of Spain. 


If this were an ordinary war conduct- 
ed on the principles of civilized war- 
fare, there would be no need 
for 
interposition from any of tt^ leading 
nations of the world, but it has long 
since degenerated into a war of bar 
barism, of devastation of property and 
inhuman butchery of both soldiers and 
non-combatants. 
In no conflict of the 
century has there been such ^endish 
barbarism ezhibit^^as j? markf 
the 
record of the Cuban insurrection, and 
for which Spain is chiefly responsible 
totheworld. 


It may now be accepted as settled 
beyond dispute that 
Sp»in 
cannot 
conquer and again govern Cuba, and 
yet Spain is sending vast numbers of 
freeh troops to the field only to be deci- 
mated by disease and to be killed or 
maimed in the savage warfare that pre- 
vails. 
It is demonstrated that neither 
Gojtnfz nor Macep can, be sucoessfully 
attiack'^ by all the power that Spain 
can send there, and. with scores of 
thousands of, lives already sacrifioed, 
millions of property destroyed and no 
prospect whatever of conquering the 
rebellion, it is the imperative duty ot 
civilized nations like the United States, 
France and England, to interpose and 
halt this blot upon the civiliz^ition of 
the age. 
We do not want Cuba, but 
every 
consideration 
of 
individual, 
national and international justice de 
mands that the hand of Spain should 
be staved and that this fiendish warfare 
should cease. 


The American people favor an ag- 
gressive attitude in support of the 
Cuban insurgents. 
Spain should see 
the handwriting on the wall, and, while 
it is yet within her power to reiire 
from the contest without hopeless dis- 
honor and bankruptcy, she 
should 
open the way for the peaceful surren 
der of an island that she can no longer 
govern. 
It is inexorable fate that Cuba 
shidl be free from the grasp of Spain, 
and continued warfare on the part of 
the Spanish government must be simply 
wanton murder. 


The ^ueen. 


Americans as well as English con- 
gratulate Victoria on having reigned 
longer than any other British sovereign 
ever did. 
If it had been a king with 
the blood of the Georges in his veins in 
her place, doubtless he would have been 
dead or insane long ago. 
But being a 
woman, and a very good one besides, Vic- 
toria has lived such a temperate, moral, 
wholesome life that it has preserved her 
in good health, with her mental faculties 
undimmed throngh a reign which has 
lasted more than 59 years and 8 months. 
And what changes she has witnessed 
during those years! The industrial arts 
and social and economic science have 
made more prcgress during her reign 
than at any period of similar length ia 
the world's history. Morton's fliscovery 
of the use of anaesthetics in surgery 
was of itself enoagh to mark an era il 
there had not been so many other great 
things, like the utilization of electricity 
and the invention of farming machinery 
and the street car. The public school sys- 
tem for the children of all the people has 
been developed since she began to reign. 
France has become a republic perma- 
nently established, American slavery 
has been abolished, and the United 
States has grown from a nation with 
17,000,000 inhabitants to one with 70,- 
000,000, and not so many fools among 
irhem as might have been expected, all 
things considered. 


European diplomacy presents a fine 
spectacle to civilized man at present. 
Russia stands behind Turkey and up- 
holds her in her barbarities for fear if 
the sultan's government were dismem- 
bered England and perhaps some other 
nations would get a greater advantage 
in the divide than Kussia would. Wbile 
ostensibly agreeing with the other pow- 
ers that the Turkish barbarities must 
be stopped, Russia has actually at this 
moment her fleet all ready to strike at 
any foreign ships that should bombard 
Constantinople. 
England 
could and 
would rescuii the puli'ering Christian.« 
in Turkey, but the moment she at- 
tempted it the guns of Russia and the 
nations in sympathy with Russia would 
be tuiued on her. Meantime the sultan, 
when remonstrated with fcr the mas- 
sacroH of the Christians, defiantly replies 
that he will not answer for the life of a 
single one of them if any nation should 
attempt to coerce him. His devoted sub- 
jects would be so enraged that they 
would kill every non-Moslem in his do- 
minions. And the ghastly game goes on. 


Turkish justice is illustrated in the 
result of [the recent trials of Armenians 
and Mussulmans for taking part in the 
disturbances at Constantinople. 
The 
Christians who were either known or 
suspected to have had part in the cap- 
ture of the Ottoman bank were sen- 
tenced to death without mercy. 
Turks, 
the most i3esperate and bloody, who 
were shown to be mixed up in the Con- 
stantinople riots received sentences of 
imprisonment for 15 years. 
Even the 
money of a Mohammedan subject of tlie 
sultan is worth more than the life of 
one of his Christian subjects.

Straogre Infatuation of a W o m a n 
for U e r N e p h e w . 


Mrs. Schreiber 
ami Her Boy

CHICAGO, N O V . 4—Mrs. Annie Schrei 
ber and her child nephew went to 
Elgin to kill then^gelves becauaed tiiey 
loved one another. 
The slaughter waa 
planned with the calmest deliberation, 
and was so perfectly executed by the 
fourteen year old lad that he is dead, 
with one bullet in his heart and one in 
hia brain,, and his sweetheart aunt is 
dying, with one bullet in her head and 
another just over the heart. 
He was 
Bruno Milke, the son of Herman Milke, 
whose family lived next door to the 
Schreibers, 865 Sheffield avenue. 


This tragedy is the result of a strange 
affair, which has been noticed by the 
parents of the boy 
for nearly six 
months. 
His father is a tailor, and the 
husband of the woman is an electrician. 
The families lived in adjoining houses. 
The Schreibers came from Berlin less 
than a year ago, and went directly to 
live with their relatives, the Milkes. It 
was known by the Milkes that Mrs. 
Schreiber had become infatuated with 
a lad in the old country, and the infat- 
uation was one reason for the emigra- 
tion. 
They did not fear a repetition of 
the same insanity and were not worried 
over the attachment of Mrs. Schreiber 
for young Bruno until a few months 
ago. 
The mother and father begged 
the woman to break the afiection, but 
she refused. 


It was hoped that the great differ- 
ence in age would soon terminate the 
afiair, but the longer it lasted the more 
the boy seemed to become attached to 
his aunt. She loitered about the Milke 
home more than Jialf her time, plan- 
ning to slip oat with Bruno for even* 
ings or afternoons. 
Mrs. Milke re- 
peatedly pleaded with Mrs. Schreiber 
to cease her attentions, but the aunt 
spurned the advice. 
She kept the 
secret from her husband until Sunday, 
when she was confronted with a note 
she had written to the child, threaten- 
ing to kill him in case he looked at any 
other woman. 
This was found in the 
boy's pocket by his father, who was 
ironing his suit. 
Bruno cried when 
hu attachment had been discovered, 
and confessed that Mrs. 
Schreiber 
loved him as ardently as she had writ 
ten she did. 
The letter was 'given to 
Mr. Schreiber. 
He accused his wife 
Sunday morning and did not enter his 
pretty home again. 


Mrs. Schreiber and the boy left their 
homes Monday afternoon. 
She left a 
note to her husband that she proposed 
killing Bruno and herself, and with a 
pencil she wrote on the table cloth of 
the dining room that she was sorry to 
leave her happy home, asking "Dear 
Paul to be happy." 
Mr. Schreiber had 
feared something of the kind, and 
came early to the house. 
He at once 
went to Mr. Milke, and the two started 
to search for theli runaway pair. 
The 
police found that the boy had bought a 
revolver for 13,^ but further than that 
there was no clue until the dead boy 
and his dying aunt were found in 
Elgin. 


Aunt and nephew went to Elgin to 
enact the tragedy, because Bruno had 
frequently been there and thought de- 
tection and interference in that city 
would 
be 
less 
likely. 
The 
two 
left the city 
early 
in 
the* after- 
noon 
and 
arrived at Elgin 
about 
5 o'clock 
They f went 
at once 
to 
the house of Fred Schu'z, 675 Wing 
street. 
Tney were received there, as 
Bruno had frequently made that family 
visits. 
They spent theeveniog walking 
a'o ag the lonely streets on the oui- 
skirts of the town, and announced late 
that they would return to Chicago by 
an early morning train. 
They arose 
early and started for the station. Th^y 
had walked but a short distance when 
they stopped to do the killing. 


There were witnesses . The boy shot 
his aunt twice and then himself twicH. 
He was dead before the spectators 
could get to him, but the aunt was still 
alive. 
His pocket contained several 
letters. 
He wrote in one of them 
that 
the 
origical 
plan 
was 
for 
Mrs. 
Schreiber 
to 
shoot 
herself 
and 
for him to then turn 
the weapon on himself. 
He continued: 
"I did not want her to shoot herself. 
I shot her and me." 
It was signed. 
The prosecuting attorney took 
the 
d^ing statement of Mrs. Schreiber and 
she made the same assertions. 
She 
tried to excuse herself by charging that 
Mrs Milke had driven her husband 
away from her by telling him of her 
associations with Bruno. 


Mr. Milke and Mr. Schreiber went 
to Elgin yesterday and found Mrs. 
Schreiier had secured money for the 
rcivolver and car fare by pawning her 
watch and rings. 
Mrs. Schreiber is a 
comely woman of rather large figure. 
Her nephew was about shoulder high 
to a man and was fourteen years old 
last Septembar.

A Visit to the Spleuditl New IJattIt'sliip 
ludlaua OfStTibod—What Our Ja< k Tai-s 
Read -How tlie Five Hundred Odtl .Men 
on lioard Are Kept liiiwy. 


Being on board the new Latllerfhip 
Indiana, 1 cuuld not help but be struck 
with the wonderful chaug«:! in naval 
architecturi! nud the appliauofs of war. 
We have all read of tliese thing.s, and 
some of us have witne.ssed the various 
stages of modern shipbuilding, the as- 
sembling of gun.s or the manufacture of 
armor plate, but it is really only when 
these are combined in the superb fight- 
ing machine manned by 500 American 
sailors and officered by modern intelli- 
gence and experience that the facts be- 
come obtrusively impressive. Sitting in 
the luxurious cabin of the Indiana, sa- 
cred to the uses of the commanding 
officer, I said as much to the gallant 
and delightfully companionable "Fight- 
ing Bob" Evan.s, the autocrat of the 
ship. 


"Ye.s," he replied m u s i n g , 
"the 
sailor and man-n'-war's man%f today 
lives in a new world. There is actually 
nothing of the days depicted by Dana 
and Cooper and Marryat left but the 
salt water. 
Many of the ^ m e nautical 
terms survive, but when they apply to 
the parts of a modern ship and her arm- 
ament they no more mean the same 
article than that hollow iron mast with 
its machine guns aloft is like the tower- 
ing spars of the old Constitution. " 


All this in my lifetime. 
These steel 
ribbed sides, these 40 foot, 13 inch rifles 
that throw over 1,000 pounds of metal 
8 miles, these mighty engines down be- 
low the water line, these powerful 
screws of bronze that bear the monster 
through the briny seas, these myriad 
electric 
lights 
throwing 
daylight 
through the innermost recesses of the 
ship, 
these slender lacquered 
tubes 
modestly peeping over the ^teel bul- 
warks that in action literalTy rain ex- 
plosive bolts of steel with the precision 
of a squirrel rifle, this 
complicated 
steering gear operated by the touch of 
thumb, these curious cylinders reach- 
ing down into the sea and the bright 
torpedoes with their charges of gun cot- 
ton reclining in the racks, these massive 
turrets of tempered steel rising one 
above the other and sweeping the hori- 
zon in response to the finger touch, 
these wonderful charted instruments 
which fix the range for the great gtms 
so they may be fired and reloaded and 
fired over and over again by men who 
never see the target—ail these and a 
thousand concomitants of the new era 
are the product of less than half a cen- 
tury. 


But all of this is only a single feature 
of the revolution in naval construction. 
One other more important, in a sense, 
is in the transfer of the shipbiiilding in- 
dustry from the coast of Maine to the 
coast of Pennsylvania. 
Almost every-

diana, but she bears the stamp of Penn- 
sylvania. 
It doesn'i much 
matter, 
either, whether she is actually built 
there, or as a political sop constructed 
somewhere else—her steel ribs are dug 
from the mines of Pennsylvania; her 
tempered sides are from the Keystone 
forges; her great guns are from the 
primary labor of skilled Pennsylvania 
workmen; the roar of her 13 inch guns 
is the voice of Pennsylvania; the thou- 
sand pounds of. loaded steel that are 
hurled among the enemies of the Union 
will be the blow dealt by Pennsylvania. 


"What do the sailors read most?" re- 
peated the handsome young ensign as 
we paused before the crew's library. 
"Fiction, of course. 
Russell's tales of 
the sea are out about all the time. Every 
sailor reads Dana's 'Three Years Before 
the Mast.' 
'Paul Jones' furnishes in- 
spiration for apprentices and salty old 
gunners alike. The 'raging main' in 
one form or another enters largely into 
Jack's literary consumption. . Standard 
fiction, as you see, forms the bulk of the 
crew's library furnished every modern 
ship. The ofBcers' library is of a higher 
grade and is replete with 
scientific 
works and books relating to navigation 
and the art of war. These libraries are 
both furnished by the government and 
have no reference to the late presenta- 
tion from- the state of Indiana. 
The 
common sailor of this day is not the ig- 
norant, tobacco chewing, dash my top 
lights sort of sea dog of literature. For 
the most part he is an intelligent and 
respectable citizen in uniform, ,quick to 
comprehend and as ready to obey, who 
passes his time betsveen decks off watch 
in reading and keeping his wardrobe in 
good shape." 


I casually suggested that there was 
less work on the modern man-of-war, 
but the young officer smiled. 


"There is more work. 
Our 500 men 
and 30 officers are kept pretty busy. 
There are no sails to handle, but those 
complicated engines down there require 
more care and labor than the top ham 
per of the largest ship afloat. And all 
of these machine guns and big rifles 
have more attention from day to day 
than the entire armament of the old 
'74' got in a week. Then the smoke 
and grease about these ships are factors 
of dirt formerly unknown, except on 
the old whalers. It is one eternal scrub 
and rub."

the big turrets, scrubbing decks, wiping 
breechloading machinery and cleaning 
house generally.

A SUBMARINE 
EXPLORER. 


He Proposes to SaU Under the Ice to the 
Jiorth Pole. 


G. L. Pesce, a Frenchman, who is de- 
scribed as an eminent scientist, ha,s comp 
forward with an entirely new and no\ al 
method for reaching the north pole. 
He 
does not propose to sail between tho ice- 
bergs in a ship, nor fly over them with a 
balloon, but to dive under them with a 
submarine boat. 
M. Pesce says he has 
made a special study of the subject of sub- 
marine navigation, and he is convinced 
that his project is entirely feasible. He 
has studied the progress which h ^ been, 
made in America witli submarine torpedo 
boats, which are able to glide along at vari- 
ous depths under the water, and he thinks 
that we have missed the opportunity of 
our lives in not ^king a trip to the north, 
pole in one of these boats.

Possibly M. Pescé may discover before 
he sets put on. his voyage of discovery in 
polar waters that just one diíBculty exists 
which would make his trip rather excit

The icebergs which M. Pesce pro- 
poses to dive under are rather deceptive in 
appearance, extending about eight times 
as far under the water a.s tliey. do.above it 
Thus a little berg which only raises ite 
top 1Ô0 feet above the w«ter would be im- 
passable below the sen imless a dive of 
more than 800 feet was made. As. the 
greatest depth at which the submarine 
boats thus far constructed can navigate is 
160 feet, M. Pesce would find hinlself 
blocked at the first dive. It may seem 
strange that so eminent a scientist should 
not have discovered this point before, - but 
probably the intrepid M. Pesce does not 
deign to consider such trifling obstacles. 


He. has fully elaborated his plans, and 
proposes not only to niake the trip tinder 
water, bnt to send or.t a fleet of submarine 
boats which shall blast with dynamite a 
channel through the eternal polar ice clear 
to the pole itself, the said channèr to bë 
iigcd by ordinary vessels in rejiohing that 
much looked for spot. .

He expects to be 
transferred to Chicago in a few weeks. 
He is employed by the Standard Wheel 
company. 


Operator Smith, of the Nickel Plate, 
received election returns at the Wayne 
club last night. John Hughes, also of 
the Nickel Plate, is performing the 
same duty for the Republican Bilver 
club today. Operator Simpson, from 
Bellevue, Ohio, worked for Smith and 
Hughes in the railway ofSce during 
their aibsence. 


Eastbound shipments from Chicago 
last week were 78,788 tons, against 
80.844 for the preceding week, and 
83,081 for the corresponding week of 
last year. The roads carried tonnage 
as follows: Michigan Central, 8 250; 
Wabash, 6.325; Lake Shore, 10.610; 
Fort Wayne, 7,119; Panhandle, 9,385; 
Baltimore & Ohio, 9,745; Grand Trunk, 
7,058; Nickel Plate, 7,778; Erie, 8,226; 
Big Four, 4,292. 


H. B. Childs, a^ed eighty-two years, 
and a resident for a number of years of 
Grand Rapids, Mich., passed through 
the city yesterday, en route to Abilene, 
Kas. The old gentleman was as spry 
as a man of fifty and retained the sense 
of sight and hearing to a remarkable 
degree. He said he had voted at four- 
teen presidential elections and hoped 
to vote at two or three more. Mr. 
Childs traveled alone, notwithstanding 
his advanded age. 


On Saturday thirty eastbound freight 
trains arrived at Pittsburg, loaded with 
grain, live stock and produce, and an 
official of the road says if business 
improves the next two weeks as it did 
the last half of October every locomo- 
tive, car and train crew will be in 
service. The tonnage is the heaviest 
over the Chicago division of the Pan- 
handle and the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
and Chicago.

route. 'I'he western roads regard this 
as a decided victory in their fight with 
the Southern Pacific over the commis- 
sions that the latter has been paying, 
as with the comm'saions heretofore 
received from the trunk lines out of 
the way, they claim that the Southern 
Pacific will not be able to pay the large 
commissions it has been paying on 
emigrant business to the Pacific coast. 


EN&LISH AND AMERICAN ROADS. 


Harry Pollitt, chief engineer of ihe 
Manchester, Sheffield and Lincolnshire, 
of England, who has been m this 
country for two months on a tour of 
inspection of some of America's great 
railway systems with a view of incor- 
porating some of the advanced ideas 
and improvements in machinery and 
operating into his system at home, has 
finished his trip and sailed for England. 
Of what he has seen and learned, he 
says: 


"I came over to the states for the 
express purpose of studying the practi- 
cal workings of your principal railroad 
systems. Through the courtesy of the 
officials, I have gained points and in- 
formation which will be invaluable to 
me, and I trust several|technical changes 
which I shall recommend to our direc- 
tors may be adopted by them. One of 
the features of your railroads is vastness 
as compared with our compactness 
Another is the ability of your managers 
to arrive at certain results by short 
cuts, which would not be allowable in 
our country, but which are almost a 
necessity here when the extent of your 
systems is taken into consideration. 
This, however, does not apply to eithei 
the Pennsylvania or the New York 
Central road, which, without wishing 
to discriminate. I consider far superior 
to any of your other roads. I was par- 
ticularly impressed with the thorough- 
ness and nicety of detail of the Penn- 
sylvania, and surprised to find how 
closely our methods have been copied, 
and, in some instances, improved upon. 
You have certain advantages, which, 
for practical economy, are incalculable. 
I refer especially to the superior in 
telligence of your conductors, engineeis 
and other employes as compared vvith 
ours. That is a great factor in your 
ability to reach results with celerity 
and safety, while we have to hedge our 
efforts with greater care and more red 
tape. 


I consider that you are considera 
bly behind us in the matter of block 
system. You leave too much to the 
possibilities of human nature.' With 
us our mechanical devices are such as 
to make it absolutely impossible for 
trains to enter a block until an out- 
going train has not only passed out, 
but has cleared a certain distance be- 
yond the block. This is a most im- 
portant factor of safety, which, at 
present, seems not to be considered by 
your roads. 


A great deal has been said and 
written in comparing English and 
American locomotives. 
Your develop- 
ment of power is surprising. Still 1 
distinctly claim that our locomotive is 
superior in both finish and durability. 
In comparing the two you must re- 
member that we are tied down by 
specifications which prevent us build- 
ing as high an engine as you do by 
nearly two feet; neither can we build 
of the same width, as we are restricted 
as to size because of our small tunnels. 
We are compelled, therefore, to reach 
a maximum power in a minimum of 
space. ! I regard our fire boxes as 
superior to yours, but your malleable 
iron is far superior to ours. 


"Your Jarge railway stations are well 
arranged, but the generality of your 
way stations are poor affairs and would 
not satisfy the requirements of the 
British public. Taking your systems 
as a whole they are marvelous examples 
of energy, ingenuity and administrative 
ability, and they may be studied with 
profit by the railroad people of any 
country in the world."

N /rombstone.Ariz., 
in I i;i79, there PX- 
' 
isted a gang of 
outlaws that refus- 
ed to be broken up 
for years. 
Wyatt 
Earp, who had been 
the 
marshal 
at 
Dodge City, reeigu- 
ed his position aud 
went with the rush 
to Tombstone. In 
the party with which Wyatt made the 
journey was Doc Holllday and Big- 
Nose Kate. Holliday was a good fel- 
low, but one day caught Ed Bailey 
monkeying with the deadwood during 
a game of poker, and as a gentle re- 
minder ran a knife between 
Bailey's 
ribs in the neighborhood of his heai't. 
For this little thing he was arrested, 
but through the cunning of Big-Nose 
Kate managed to escape. Whdle the of- 
ficers sat in fi-ont of the kotel with 
their prisoner Kate set fire to the barn 
and cried "fire!" 
Everybody ran to 
the rear, when Kate hurried to the 
front and covered the oilicers with, re- 
volvers. Doc and Kate backed from 
the room and made their escape and 
finally located in Tombstone. The town 
had taken on a boom, and thieves and 
robbers were numerous. 
Wyatt was, 
after much persuasion, induced to he- 
come the marshal of Tombstone. For 
awhile he was shotgun messenger for 
Wells, Pargo & Company, and beyond 
a few excursions after horse 
thieves 
and homicides things were quiet. The 
greatest gambling joint in the place 
wae run by two men, one of whom was 
very unpopular. The man with few 
friends was ousted from the firm and 
Marshal Wyatt Earp was installed as 
a partner, which was to have the ef- 
fect of loaning dignity 
to the den. 
Wyatt quit his express company job. 
When the town was incorporated Vir- 
gil, a brother of Wyatt was made 
chief-of-police. About this time was 
laid the foundation of the vendetta 
which became the talk of the town and 
resulted in no end of bloodshed. 


A band of rustlers held up the only 
coach and killed the driver and one 
passenger. The affair was reported and 
Virgil and Wyatt and a third man fol- 
lowed the murderers 17 days when the 
horses gave out and the criminals es- 
caped. Ike •Clanton was a leader among 
the rustlers, and Wyatt hunted him up 
when the three returned to Tombstone. 
Ike was not with the gang at the time 
of the robbery, but he knew the men 
who did the work, and Wya,tt promised 
him the full $6,000 reward offered by 
the Wells, Fargo & Co., if he (Ike) 
would give information leading to the 
capture of the gang. When it was as- 
sured him by the company itself that 
he would get the money he consented, 
but enlisted one Joe Hill to do the be- 
traying act. Several days were to 
elapse before the party started, and in 
that time a Marshal Williams got 
drunk and accused Clanton of treach- 
ery. Clanton was terrified at the 
thought of any third person knowing 
of the bargain and accused Hill of hav- 
ing told Williams. Hill denied it, and 
then he accused Wyatt of having told 
Doc Holliday. Fear and whisky rob- 
bed Clanton of his discretion and he 
let out his secret to Holliday, who had 
known nothing about it. Doc Holliday 
who was the soul of honor berated him 
vigorously for his "treachery, and the 
conversation was heard 
by several 
people. 


"That was enough for Clanton," re- 
marked Wyatt, who was relating the 
incident. "He knew that hie only al- 
ternative was to kill us or be killed 
by his own people. Early next morn- 
ing Virgil and I were told that he was 
out with a Winchester and a six-shoot-

er looking for us. So we went out 
looking for him, taking 
different 
routes. Virgil was going down Fourth 
street when Clanton came out of a 
hallway, looking in the opposite direc- 
tion. 'I want you, Ike,' said Virgil, 
walking up behind him. Clanton threw 
his gun around and tried to take a 
shot, but Virgil knocked it away, pull- 
ed his own and arrested his man. Ike 
was fined $25 for disturbing the peace. 


"Ike Clanton's next move was to tele- 
graph to Charleston, 10 miles away, for 
Billy Clanton. Tom McLowery, and 
Billy Clayton—bard men, every one. 
They came galloping into town, loaded 
up with ammunition and swearing to 
kill us off in short order. Thirty or 
40 citizens offered us their help^ but 
we said we could manage the job alone. 
•What had we better do?' said Virgil. 
'Go and arrest 'em,' said I. 


"The four newcomers and Ike Clan- 
ton stationed themselves on a 12-foot 
lot between two buildings In Fremont 
street and sent us word that if we did 
not come down there and fight they 
would waylay and kill us. So we started 
down after them—Doc Holliday, Vlcgll, 
Morgan and 1. As we came to the ipt 
tliey moved back and got their backs 
against one of the buildings. "I'm £0- 
ing to arfest you, boys," said Virgil. 
For apswer their six-shooters began to 
spiU Frank McLowery fired at me and 
Billy Clanton at Morgan. Both missed. 
I had a gun in my overcoat pocket and 
1 jerked it out at Frank McLowery, hit- 
ting him in the stomach. At the same 
time Morgan shot Billy Clanton in the 
breast. So far we had got the best of 
it, but just then Tom McLowery, who 
had got behind his horse, fired under 
the aniniai's ueck and bored a hole 
ilirou£.li>iprgaBi. si^ejvajSi T^e 


livlitei entered one ^uùUlCep fenu ciine 
out, at tlie othfr. 


"I've got it, Wyatt!" said Morgan. 
" 'Then get behind me and keep 
quiet,' he said—but he didn't. 


"By this time bullets were flying so 
fast that I could not keep track of them. 
Frank McLowery had given a yell when 
I shot him, and made for the street, 
with his hand over his stomach. Ike 
Clanton and Billy Clayton were fhoot- 
ing fa.st. and so was Virgil, and the tWo 
latter made a break for the street, I 
llred a shot which hit Tom McLowery's 
horse and made it break away, and Doc 
Holliday took the opportunity to pump 
a charge of buckshot out of a Wolls- 
Fargo shotgun into Tom McLowery, 
who promtply fell dead. In the excite- 
ment of the moment Doc Holliday 
didn't know what he had done and 
flung away the shotgun in disgust, 
pulling his six-shooter instead. 


"Then I witnessed a strange spec- 
tacle. Frank McLowery and Billy Clan- 
ton were sitting in the middle of the 
street, both badly wounded, but emp- 
tying their six-shooters like lightning. 


DOC HOLLIDAY. 
One of them shot Virgil through the 
leg and he shot Billy Clanton. Then 
Frank McLowery started to his feet, 
and staggered across the street, though 
he was full of bullets. On the way he 
came face to face with Doc Holliday. 
'I've got you now. Doc,' he said. 'Well, 
you're a good one if you have,'said Hol- 
liday. with a laugh. 
With that they 
both aimed. But before you can under- 
stand what happened next I mast car- 
ry the narrative back half a minute. 


"After the first exchange in the lot 
Ike Clanton had got into one of the 
buildings from the rear, and when I 
reached the street he was shooting out 
of one of the front windows. 
Seeing 
him aim at Morgan I shouted: 
'Look 
out, Morg, you're getting it in the 
back!' 


"Morgan wheeled around, and in do- 
ing so fell on his side. While in that 
position he caught sight of Doc Holli- 
day and Frank McLowery aiming at 
each other. With a quick drop he shot 
McLowery in the head. At the same 
instant McLowery's pistol fiaBhed and 
Doc Holliday was shot in the hip. 


"That ended the fight. Ike Clanton 
and Billy Clanton ran off and made 
haste to give themselves up to the sher- 
iff, for the citizens were out a hundred 
strong to back us up. 


"Several other exciting fights oc- 
curred, and finally the gang was broken 
up. It's an old story now. I have been 
in Arizona of recent year|s—as near 
Tombstone as Tucson, in fiact—^but no 
one sought to molest me. ^he outlaws 
who were my worst enemiee are mostly 
killed off or in the penitentifary. Poor 
Doc Holliday died of oonsunaption three 
years ago in Colorado. My brother Vir- 
gil is running a «took ran<ch in Texas. 
A large section of his upper arm is en- 
tirely without bone, and yet he can use 
his fingers."

It seems 
strange to us that during all these 
years a great empire of 400,000,000 of 
people should still cultivate their lands 
•with a spade or a wooden plow, cut 
their grain with a sickle, travel long 
distances by land, in the most primi- 
tive style, maintain an existence as a 
government without a mail seiwice, in 
fact, still live as they did a thousand 
years before the birth of Christ, 


The times are ripe for a new dis- 
pensation and an improved civilization 
in China. 
They are about to com- 
mence this new era by building rail- 
roads, providing 
facilities for more 
convenient association among 
them- 
selves, and following the construction 
and operation of railroads there will 
he a demand for all kinds of improved 
agricultural implements, all kinds of 
hardware, iron, sheet iron, all kinds of 
wire, 
copper, 
brass, tin, lumber, 
watches, clocks, cotton cloth, woolen 
cloth, blue jeans, muslin, linen, knit 
goods, underwear, tools, telephone and 
telegraph material, railroad 
material 
and supplies, household supplies, ma- 
chinery for handling water, such as 
windmills, pumps and appliances for 
irrigating their lands, mining tools 
and machinery with, which to develop 
their mines of mineral ores and coal, 
with which the empire abounds. Saw 
mills are needed, cotton factories are 
wanted, woolen mills will be construct- 
ed, and the demand for iron in all 
forms, structural and otherwise, must 
be immense.

Shanghai, 200x400 wltb 250 floor spaces, 
that will be rented at a nominal price 
to American (manufacturers for the pur- 
pose of showing their wares, having 
their own representatives in charge, or 
the Chamber of Comrherce 
manage- 
ment will receive orders and attend to 
the delivery of goods, all of which will 
bfi sold for cash, remitting to con- 
Blgnors less a small marge for seryicoa. 
The management will be American ab- 
solutely and will co-operate with tie 
American bank to be established In 
Shanghai. > 


Col, Denby, our minister to Cbina, 
and our Consul Qenj^ral Jenrigan, at 
Shanghai, fully approve the establish- 
ment of the American-CShinese Cham- 
ber of Commerce as the best possible 
channel for the introduction of Amefl- 
can goods in China, as well as the best 
means of purchasing such articles as 
are grown or manufactured in China. 
Chinese silks, velvets, tea and thous- 
ands of articles we are constantly pur- 
chasing through British channels may 
be ordered through tbe Chamber of 
Commerce at a saving in the original 
cost as well as in freight. At present 
a thousand dollaa's of Chicago exchange 
will provide the American purchaser 
with about $2,000 current money in 
China, which Tvill purchase their goods 
at as low a price' as they have been 
bought for at any time within the past 
twenty years. In selling them sroods 
they provide, of course, for the ex- 
change. Freight charges on American 
manufactures from Chicago to Shang- 
hai are reaeonable, ranging from $1.50 
to $3.50 per 100 lbs., and arrangements 
will be made for prompt shipments. 
The opening of business in larger meas- 
ure must be of great and increasffig 
benefit to the manufacturers and mer- 
chants of the United States. In 1894 
we imported from China $16,442,788, 
and exported to China $9,203,082. Un- 
der improved conditions our exports 
will exceed a hundred milliona. 


Our manufacturers need larger mar- 
kets than we now command. We must 
go to the markets; they will not comd 
to us. British interests have been and 
still are dominant in China. 
Their 
lines or steamships are frequent and 
rates ar« low. They are aggresive; we 
are submissive. 
We must go forth 
ourselves if we would conquer and 
our commercial and industrial suprem- 
acy be maintained.

hear the news quickly.

ters were crowded and that great masses 
O'' people viewed the figures thrown by 
stereopticons at several outdoor places 
is evidence of an unueual interest in 
the election. 
And this desire for news 
did not lesson with the passing of the 
night, for hundreds upon hundreds 
stayed up until after the gray of dawn 
had streaked the eastern horizon. 


Up to the hour 01 2 o'clock this 
morning the new 
Home 
TeUphone 
company rendered a most 
excellent 
service to its patrons 
desiring 
the 
returns. 
The bulletins were read 
at 
the central office as fast as received 
from the Postal 
telegraph 
company, 
and it was a great treat, as people far 
distant from the center of the city were 
able in their own homes and in 
their 
own family circles to hear returns 
as 
promptly as anybody. 


The matter oí 
receiving 
election 
bulletins and transmitting them to the 
people reached its acme perhaps at the 
offices of the Long Distance Telephone 
company last evening in the 
Tri-State 
building.

THE LAND OF FAMINE 


WANT AND WOE AGAIN THREATEN 
UNFORTUNATE INDIA. 


What the FaUure of the Wheat Crop 
Aleans to' 60;000,000 Hindoos — Great 
Famines of History—How India, Ire- 
land and Russia Have Suffered. 


Over all northern India hangs the dread 
shadow of famine. 
Here in this Jand of 
plenty, where we hear so much about over- 
production and glutted inarliets, where 
potatoes and apples rot because it does not 
pay the farmers to ship thorn, and where 
we often use corn for fuel, it is liard to 
realize what widespread misery and whole- 
sale death can follow in the train of a crop 
failure. 
But no native of India fails to 
comprehend the meaning of the reports 
which have recently reached us, even on 
this side of the earth. 


The cable dispatches which tell us that 
the crops in a large part of the northwest 
provinces, in Oudh, in the Punjab and in 
two districts of upper Burma are serious- 
ly damaged mean but little to us. 
But 
when we learn that the full import is that 
60,000,000 people are in danger of starva- 
tion the sit^iation assumes a serious aspect. 


Drought, a long, terrible drought, is tlie 
cause. 
For many months the pitiless In- 
dian sun has burned fiercely in the brassy 
sky, and the earth and all gr(3en things 
have been baked until the surface of the 
country is brown and dusty. The summer 
rains which should have followed the set- 
ting in of the monsoon did not come as 
usual, and the wheat and other grain crops 
withered and died long before the harvest 
time came. 


Wholly dependent, as they are, upon the 
annual bounty of nature, these teeming 
millions of people could only watch with 
helpless horror the fields grow sear and 
brown, knowing that they had no resource 
to fall back upon when the crops withered. 
Who can imagine the agony of mind with 
which they saw tho famine stealing upon 
them? 
Sixty millions of tliem there are, 
and 13 months must come and go before 
the ripe grain can be gatliored from auotli- 
er harvest field. 


In the northwest provinces and Oudh 
there is a population of more than 4ti,000,- 
000, equal to the population of the whole 
of tho German empire and dependent upon 
an area of land just one-lialf the size. 
In 
the Punjab, wJiich is just about the size 
of Nevada, there are over 20,000,000 peo- 
ple. 
TJie wAile famine district h.-is a 
population almost equal to that of the 
United States, but its area is just about 
one-tenth as great. 


Historians estimate that tho world has 
seen no less than 850 miglity famines, and 
they begin by counting tlve great faminea 


ines, .-iiui even as lats as thci rweirin csn- 
rary 20,000 people starved in London. Tb.e 
Irish famines in tlie eighteenth century 
were tlie moat notable of these, but the 
worst that has occurred since that great 
one following tho war with the Desmonds 
was that of 1840-1. 
The foundation for 
this was laid in the severe winter of 17.'}y 
wlien the pntjxto crop was entirely de 
stroyed. By the succewlina .January desti- 
tution was widespread and raged wit)» dire 
intensity. Tho effects wore sliocking. Al- 
though vast numbers of the Irish peas- 
antry found their way to America no less 
than 300,000 died by inches, the victims of 
starvation. 
Tho death list was further 
added to by tlie merciless enforcement of 
the laws, for hundreds of hungry men 
who stole bread rather than starve were 
promptly hanged. 
Then came the typhus 
fever, which doubled the number ot vic- 
tims, so that by the fall of 1841 more than 
400,000 of the Irish people had died most 
wretched deaths. 


The.w sceno.s have been duplicated in a 
somewhat lesser degree on several subse- 
quent occasions, and it was always the 
failure of the potato crop which did tho 
mischief. 
Instead of drought, however, as 
in India, it was the cold and rainy season 
tliat killed the crops. 
In 1845-0 the Irish 
famine was due to the potato blight, which 
was felt to some extent in this country 
and Canada. This famine cost the British 
government over $55,000,000 and the Unit- 
ed States, besides sending millions of dol- 
lars in private subscriptions, sent two 
warships loaded with provisions. 
It was 
more than two years before Ireland fully 
recovered from this famine, for as late as 
1848 1,000,000 persons, or about one in ev- 
er seven, were receiving aid. 
The famine 
of 1890 was not quite so dreadful In its re- 
sults, but it was bad enough. 


Russia, too, has had its great famines, 
and the terrible sufferings of the czar's 
subjects in 1892-8 are recent enough to b« 
remembered by every one. 


But India has been tJie famine land from 
time immemorial. 
When nature smiles 
and the rains come in their season, there is 
no more fruitful soil than that which lies 
south of the snow capped Himalayas. 
At 
its best India is a paradise, ¡ind the human 
increase Is almost as great as that which 
the soil produces in the grain. 
But when 
the simoom is dry, then the face of the 
country changes, and death mows down 
millions. 


By encouraging irrigation the British 
government has done a little something to 
ward off famine, and by extending the 
transportation system the means of fight- 
ing starvation and disease have been in- 
(yeased, b\it still, in spite of all that has 
been done or can now be done, many thou 
sands of natives will probably die of hun- 
ger within the next few months. The man 
on whose shoulders falls the responsibility 
of fighting death for the helpless millions 
in the famine districts is the Earl of Elgin 
and Kincardine. 
He is a descendant of 
Robert Bruce, and his father before him 
occupied the post of viceroy and governor 
general of India. 
He has held office only 
since 1898, but this is not his first famine 
«xperlence.

Desperate efforts were recently made 


by General Weyler to dtilodge and 
disperse the force of General ICacae, 
resulting only in a series of disastrous 
battlea, leaving Kaon entire matter of 
the situation. Inahort.itienowclearly 
demonstrated by the uniform failure of 
the Spanish troops to dtstroy tho 
inrarcent armies, that what began aa a 
rebellion Is now a revolution, and that 
Cuba can never be restored to the 
domination of Spain. 


I f this wen an ordinary war conduct- 


ed on th* principles of civilized war- 
fare, there would be no need for 
interposition from any of the leading 
nations of the world, but it h*a Ion* 
since degenerated into a war of bar- 
bamm, ot devastation of property and 
inhuman butchery of both soldiers and 


combatants. 
In no conflict of thi 


cntary hat there been even fiendish 
barbarism exhibEtedlaeiimarki Ihe 
record of the Cuban insurrection, and 
for which Spain is chiefly retpontibl* 
to the world.
